I am very incensed tonight because | 
am expecting a lovely young kit who 
should have arrived but isn't here. She 
was flown out of Minneapolis to Chicago 
this morning to shorten her trip all pos- 
sible and there have been three trains out 
of Chicago carrying express since she ar- 
rived there, but still she has not been on 
any of them. I am just heartsick about 
where that little girl is and I know there 
is no excuse for it. 

Anyone can tell you that this is not 
an isolated instance, and it has happened 
to me a number of times. Unfortunately, 
all of us can’t fly, or we could switch to 
the air lines, but there is the inaccessa- 
bility to air flights for some fanciers in 
small places and the ban on live animals 
with some small air lines, so let’s try to 
find some way to get our animals over 
the miles quicker. 

I won’t sleep tonight wondering where 
my new girl is and when she will reach 
home.

and the BALLET 


By Lillian Moore 


The cat has always held a special fas- 
cination for the dancer. In its natural 
motion it has all the easy grace, the 
delicate control, the effortless agility, the 
fluid freedom of movement which dancers 
strive all their lives to attain. A cat 
carelessly scratching its ear is perform- 
ing the same precise beating motion of 
the foot which a dancer calls a “petit 
battement” and can only master after 
years of practice. Any healthy cat can 
jump many times its own height and 
travel through the air in a leap, for 
many times its own length. This wonder- 
ful ability to jump is called “elevation” 
by dancers, and only a few of them 
succeed in leaping high enough to equal 
once their own height. 

Perhaps it is the lure of the unattain- 
able which makes dancers try so fre- 
quently to imitate their favorite animals. 
In the vocabulary of the classic ballet 
there is a step called the Pas de Chat 
(cat-step), invented some 300 years ago 
and still in constant use. It consists of a 
high leap with the feet drawn up like 
paws in a graceful movement which 
seems to give added height to the jump. 

There have been innumerable ballets 
based on stories about cats. One of the 
earliest was La Chatte Metamorphosee 
en Femme (The Cat Transformed into 
a Woman), presented at the Paris Opera 
in 1837, and danced by the glamorous 
Fanny Elssler, a beautiful Viennese ball- 
erina who created a furore in America 
when she toured this country three years 
later. The famous ballet The Sleeping 
Ballet, presented here with enormous 
success by the British Sadler’s Wells 
sallet, two years ago, contains a charm- 
ing dance called Puss in Boots and the 
White Cat, which invariably brings down 
the house. Tchaikowsky composed the 


music for it.

called Feline, danced in a black mask 
and gloves, and a long black dress. Al- 
though she did not attempt to imitate 
the actual motion of the cat, she suc- 
ceeded in capturing with great sensitivity 
the elegance and mystery of the most 
fascinating of animals. 

While he was still a member of the 
Diaghileff Ballet, back in the 1920's, the 
renowned choreographer George Balan- 
chine, now director of the New York 
City Ballet, arranged a ballet called The 
Cat. It tells the story of a young man 
who falls in love with a cat and begs the 
goddess Aphrodite to change her into a 
girl. Aphrodite agrees, but tests the girl’s 
fidelity by sending a mouse scampering 
across her feet just as the young man is 
making love to her. Of course she can- 
not resist dashing off in pursuit of the 
mouse, and the goddess punishes her by 
changing her back into a cat.

BURMA’S 
SABLE BEAUTY 


The Burmese Cat 
By Blanche Warren 


Before I start telling you of the Bur- 
mese cat as a pet and show cat, perhaps 
we should go into its history. As far as 
we are able to ascertain they are one of 
the older breeds of cats. They have been 
raised in Burma for centuries and were 
owned only by the very wealthy, the 
kings, potentates and in the temples. Ap- 
parently the cats were considered sacred. 
Each cat had its own servant, and, in 
ancient times, should one die its servant 
was severely punished, sometimes thrown 
into dungeons in chains and sometimes 
even put to death. 

In Burma, the cats were and are never 
sold. The only way to get one out of the 
country was by theft or to have one 
given to you. They are valued and 
guarded along with their jewels and have 
been so well protected and guarded by 
their owners and servants, very few ever 
reached the United States.

The real Burmese is very rare; many 
a cat is called a Burmese cat that does 
not measure up to the real Burmese 
standard. Here is the newest Burmese 
cat standard as issued by the Burmese 
Cat Society in 1951. 
Burmese Standard Points 
BODY COLOR: In full maturity 
the body should be a solid color of 
rich dark seal brown shading to 
slightly lighter on chest and belly 
without white spotted areas and 
without appreciable tabby markings. 
Winners to be withheld from mature 
cats showing decided contrast be- 
tween coat color and points. In 
adolescence, all colors may be slight- 
ly lighter with some contrast allowed 
between back coat color and points. 
Kittens still lighter generaily. .. 
BODY SHAPE AND TAIL: The 
body should be medium in size, 
dainty, long and svelte.

A true Burmese should be entered in 
the solid color classes. The kittens are 
born as dark as the mother’s chest or 
stomach. 

Most of the cat associations now do 
not recognize them in shows without 
three generations back of them. These 
cats have been used more or less as a 
football for some time, and many hybrids 
were shown as Burmese. As the judges 
were not thoroughly acquainted with the 
breed, many hybrids have been made 
champions. This has worked to the detri- 
ment of the breed. 

3ut the Burmese Cat Society standard 
is a very stiff one and has made it very 
difficult for a blue-eyed, light colored 
cat to be called a Burmese. 

Having so few Burmese to start with, 
inbreeding has been a major problem; 
but now with the good breeders saving 
only their best for breeding and neuter- 
ing and spaying the rest, and selling or 
giving them away as pets, there has been 
developed perhaps the most beautiful and 
gentle breed in catdom. 

I have raised Siamese, Burmese, Abys- 
sinians and Russian Blues, and I still 
do. But as a pet there is no cat that is 
equal to the Burmese. Burmese kittens 
that are raised in the cattery until three 
to four months old and then brought in- 
to the house, will explore everything and 
then find a chair to their liking and make 
themselves thoroughly at home. But bet- 
ter still, they like to curl up on your lap 
and look up at you with those beautiful 
golden eyes and say, “May I sing you a 
song my mother taught me?” To me 
there is nothing more soothing and rest- 
ful than the purr of a gentle kitten. 

The Burmese cat never met a stranger. 
When people come to visit us, they im- 
mediately act as official host or hostess, 
and are perfectly content to go to any- 
one. Of course, like all cats, there will 
be one member of the family that be- 


longs to them, though they will be nice 
to all. 

I have shipped many of these cats to 
different parts of the country, and have 
had the same report from all of them, 
that after several days of travel, they 
will walk out of their carrier purring, 
greet the new owners, explore the house, 
and in a few minutes they are as much 
at home as if they had always lived there. 

The Burmese cat is especially appreci- 
ated by invalids and blind people, as they 
seem to understand that it is up to them 
to love, comfort and entertain the patient. 
They often will sit for hours in their 
lap or bed and purr and sometimes raise 
up with a caress and a love, then settle 
own again. While they are very playful 
and have lots of energy, they are not as 
destructive as some cats and can be easily 
taught to use their scratching post. 

I have one old male cat over ten years 
old that has been used at stud, yet I give 
him to my little grand nephews and 
nieces to play with. He has never offered 
to bite or scratch one of them. If they 
get too rough for him he gets out of 
their reach, but is perfectly willing to 
play again when they quiet down. 

I can give no reason for their affec- 
tionate nature, but they are born gentle 
and stay so the rest of their lives. I have 
never had a mean Burmese and I have 
raised many of them. 

The Burmese are not large cats. I 
would say they are medium in size. Their 
coat is very fine and silky and should 
lie flat to the body. It is the thinnest and 
sleekest fur coat of any of the cat breeds. 

There were no Burmese in England 
until 1949 when I sent a male and two 
females to Mr. and Mrs. France of 
Derby, England. (Editors of Cats and 
Kittens.) 

The kittens are very much in demand; 
there is a long waiting list for them. I

NERVOUSNESS IN CATS 


By L. H. Fairchild, M. D. 


Almost everyone is familiar with the 
old saying “Nervous as a Cat”, yet I 
wonder how many people realize that a 
cat actually has a very sensitive Nervous 
System. He reacts to certain situations 
much like human beings, depending 
largely on the cat’s environment and ex- 
perience. The Cats react in various ways 
according to the way they are treated. 
One handled kindly and fed well will 
usually return love and affection to its 
owner. However, it has always intrigued 
me to observe the way cats react to a 
change in clothing worn by a familiar 
person. For example, when I go among 
my cats bare-headed as I usually do, 
they are content, but when I wear a hat 
ine or two, usually the same cats, will 
run and hide! This is most disconcerting 
and yet amuses me because I feel sure | 
must look better when wearing my Stet- 
son. 


Cats may have varying kinds of nerv- 
ous disorders. One of our cats has a 
condition very much like Epilepsy in 
human beings. We first discovered a few 
years ago that when she raced into the 
house with others for her evening meal 
she would begin to eat her food, then 
suddenly stop and back away with a look 
of fright in her eyes. She would then 
fall over on her side and have a series 
of violent convulsive seizures for about 
30 seconds. (A most distressing thing 
to watch). She would then quiet down 
and gradually regain consciousness and 
go back to eating. We finally found that 
if she were fed before the other cats 
were and not allowed to race (a pro- 
cedure they all love) and so become 
highly excited about the matter of get- 
ting her meat that she did not have a 
convulsion. She is perfectly well at all 
other times. Breaking up a habit pattern 
will often help correct nervous disorders. 

A cat’s stomach movements which have 
to do with the process of digestion and 
the movement of food from the stomach 
into the intestine are controlled by the 
Nervous System. I am sure that cats 
have occasionally a condition which we 
know of in human beings as Pyloro- 
spasm, or in other words a partial ob- 
struction of the lower end of the stom- 
ach due to the effect of the nerve on 
certain muscles. A friend of ours had a 
cat which suddenly became unable to 
keep a meal down, vomiting all its food 
as soon as eaten. After an examination 
by the Veterinarian the cat was found 
to have no acute systemic disease, worms

or hair balls. He found that if the cat 
was fed several small meals a day it 
would retain the food. The cat: however, 
steadily lost weight on this plan of feed- 
ing. The owner finally begged me _ to 
‘think of something.’ I suggested that 
the cat be given about 3 drops of Tinc- 
ture of Belladonna in water by medicine 
dropper about 15 minutes before each 
meal. This plan worked very well on 
this particular cat which has now re- 
covered and requires no more medicine. 

I would like to introduce one note of 
caution to cat owners. Please be very 
careful about giving nerve sedatives to 
cats. I have known of cats being brought 
to a show and given a sieeping medicine 
in order to make them easier to handle. 
The medication was so powerful fhat it 
almost killed them. An owner of a Show 
Cat defeats his own purpose by such a 
procedure, not only because the cat does 
not look normal but the Judge can tell 
the animal does not have proper muscle 
tone. Almost all nerve sedatives available 
on the market are made for human be- 
ings and only the Veterinary Profession 
has sedatives properly measured for use 
in the Cat. If your cat is not amenable 
to handling in a show he should be kept 
at home. 

Cats raised in the home become ac- 
quainted with noises and music such as 
that coming from radio or television. 
One morning we were listening to a 
radio program when it became time to 
feed the animals and not wanting to miss 
the rest of it, I took a portable set out 
into the Cattery. Our dear, old Siamese 
male, Patchperwa—‘Patchy’ to his friends 

had never heard one before and must 
have thought it was an instrument of 
the Devil. He was not only frightened 
but insulted as well and although I turned 
the machine off right away I was not 
forgiven and he would have nothing 
whatever to do with me for over a 
month thereafter ! 

Psychologists probably have a good 
explanation for these behavior peculiari- 
ties. but as Lew Lehr would have said

ON ALL-AMERICAN-Part I 


When the All-Eastern selections are ‘made in the May 1953 
CATS Magazine it will mark the beginning of the seventh 
year that your Editors and their predecessors have been 
selecting the top American cats accordng to their show records 
during the previous season. 

Starting with this issue of CATS and continuing for the 
next few months it is our intention to explain as fully as 
possible the purposes of the All-Sectionals and All-Americans 
and the methods by which the winning cats are selected. This 
month and next we shall give the general rules governing A-A 
ard following that we shall answer specific questions which 
are most often asked. 

The purpose of all forms of competition is the determina- 
tion of which individuals in a group excel in certain desired 
features. This is as true of horse races as it is of art exhibits 
and Miss America contests, and it applies also to cat shows. 
Every fancicr wants to know how the cats she has carefully 
bred and raised, or as carefully purchased, compare with those 
of other breeders and owners. 

It is for this purpose—to determine the cats with the best 
show records in each section, and in the United States and 
Canada as a whole, that the All-American and All-Sectionai 
ratings are made. 

First, the geographical rules. The ALL-EASTERN States 
with selections published in MAY each year are: Canada east 
of a line drawn north from the Pennsylvanio-Ohio boundary, 
Connecticut, Delaware, Maine, Massachusetts, New Hampshire, 


New Jersey, New York, Pennsylvania, Rhode Island, and 
lermont. 
The ALL-IVESTERN States, JUNE publication, are: 


Canada west of a line drawn north from the Montana-North 
Dakota border, Arizona, California, Colorado, Idaho, Montana, 
Nevada, New Mexico, Oregon, Utah, Washington, and Wyom- 
ing. 

The ALL-MIDWESTERN selections made in JULY are 
chosen from: Canada between the Eastern and Western areas, 
Illinois, Indiana, lowa, Kansas, Michigan, Minnesota, Neb- 
raska, North Dakota, Ohio, South Dakota, and Wisconsin. 

In AUGUST the ALL-SOUTHERN selections are made 
from: Alabama, Arkansas, District of Columbia, Florida, 
Georgia, Kentucky, Louisiana, Maryland, Mississippi, Missouri, 
North Carolina, Oklahoma, South Carolina, Tennessee, Texas, 
Virginia, and West Virginia. 

Location of the cat for sectional purposes is determined by 
the ownership of the cat at the time of its last win, and 
ownership for the purpose of the award is determined the 
same way. That is, if a cat won points in a November show 
while its owner was living in New Jersey but subsequently 
was sold to someone living in North Carolina and scored 
points for the new owner in February, the cat would be con- 
sidered All-Southern and the A-S ribbon would be mailed to 
the North Carolina owner. 

Location of the shows at which a cat earns points has no 
bearing on the award. Points won by a Florida cat in Miami, 
San Francisco, or Chicago all count toward All-Southern and 
eventual All-American.

I am by trade a ladies’ outfitter, and 
live in the flat above my shop in Surrey, 
one of the most beautiful counties in 
England.

Cats Question Box 


I have a male Siamese with a rather long tail which is 
always wet on the end. I thought for a time that he was some- 
how getting it in water, but now I notice he seems to be lick- 
ing it most of the time. It is the final two inches, and he does 
it more and more. Is there any advice you or any of your 
readers can give? I tried putting horseradish on it, but he 
just licked it off.

We'd suspect that either a skin eruption or injury on the 
tail or a diet deficiency started the licking, but now it may 
have become a mechanical habit which your cat continues for 
lack of something better to do. We'd suggest careful local 
examination, the addition of a good vitamin preparation or 
wheat germ oil to the dict, and if you have the time and 
patience, it would be well to distract him with a toy or tidbit 
whenever you see him starting to lick. If the effect on the 
tail seems to be harmless, we would not go beyond this, but if 
the licking removes the hair or makes the tail sore, it may be 
necessary to fashion a stiff ruff of cardboard extending two or 
three inches from the neck. This should prevent his reaching 
the tail and should allow it to heal up in a week or so. 


My neutered male Siamese has a kink in his tail and the 


spayed female is cross-eyed. Is this common, or are these 
throwbacks?

Today the two traits you describe are considered defects 
as far as show possibilities are concerned, and breeders are 
making every effort to eliminate them from the Siamese strain$. 
Without question, the breeder who gave you your pets had had 
them neutered so that they would not carry the genes for these 
two factors on to their offspring.

Roman Cats tom pase 2) 


\rgentina, the big religious zone of 
nineteen centuries ago was unearthed 
just 25 years ago when the heavy traffic 
in the neighborhood inspired an official 
to tear down several buildings. 

Foro Traiano, containing a forum, 
temple, a statue of Emperor Trajan and 
Latin and Greek libraries, was the finest 
of the series of forums built by Julius 
Caesar, Augustus and others. It is named 
after the ruler of the early second cen- 
tury A.D. 

The Pantheon was first built in 27 B.C. 
It has been restored many times. Consid- 
ered the best extant archeological exam- 
ple in Rome, it was dedicated to the major 
gods. Among its points of interest is the 
burial place of the great painter Rafael. 
Now the moats around part of the build- 
ing are a boulevard where cats stroll 
and look up at the people who feed them. 

Cat-dwelling Piazza di Pietra con- 
tains the ruins of the temple of Neptune, 
god of the sea in Roman mythology. 
This was a fabulously rich temple built 
by the Emperor Adrian in the second 
century after Christ. 

Today, inside of the enormous col- 
umns that are all that remains, another 
kind of building stands. This is La 
Boursa, the Rome stockmarket, like our 
stock exchange, where busy brokers 
watch the ticker-tape and speculators 
buy and sell securities. Cats live in the 
recesses, below these “bulls and bears.” 

Most densely populated area for the 
cats, actually, is the Piazza Vittorio. 
This isn’t a ruin but an old garden sur- 
rounded now by a vast noisy market- 
place. Here several hundred cats live and 
are usually met by friends at noon, es- 
pecially when it’s warm and the carnival 
is going. 

Market mongers take good care of 
them. All kinds of meat and fish that 
go bad and aren’t saleable keep the cats 
overweight. One of the nicest people is 
a benign little old lady who stands al! 
day in front of her wares—a basket full 
of knives and daggers and razors! She 
shares her lunch with “Figaro”, a big- 
jawed ashen gray tom who pops by every 
day to see how the cutlery is selling. 

Yes, it’s a good life for the cats in 
Roman ruins. They don’t even have to 
worry much about dogs. The pups are 
no trouble, admirers explain, because 
they will not plunge into the ruins to 
pick a fight. (Several dogs do live as 
transients among the cats in the Largo, 
however.) Moreover, dogs have to wear 
muzzles. 

Cats get a lot of breaks in Rome. To- 
day dog owners have to pay 4500 lire a 
year for “luxe” pets and 1500 for watch- 
dogs and hunting dogs. As a matter of 
fact, there was a recent rebellion and 
dog parade when the authorities there 
considered raising the levy. 

Cats go free. So much more lire to be 
spent for their food and care. A veter- 
inarian of the animal protection society 
said there is no fee for cats probably 
because “There is something different

and free about them. You never keep a 
chain on them, so we couldn’t collect, 
anyway.” 

In ancient Rome, too, cats were free 
Most people then kept monstrous watch- 
dogs, because the streets were dark andl 
dangerous and it was forbidden to go 
out at night. “Cave canem,” beware 
signs, were everywhere. But the cats 
must have enjoyed their roaming at night, 
for no one could see well enough to aim 
a sandal or hourglass at a singing cat. 

Historians seem to find no particular 
opinion on cats, held by the ancient 
Romans. In view of their tolerance of 
such religious cults as the Egyptian Isis 
and Osiris, they explained, some of the 
temples in those days undoubtedly had 
many statues of cats, and people had a 
respect for the animals. 

Do today’s “roamin’ cats” have to 
work catching mice and rats? Accord- 
ing to a local official, there has not been 
much of a rodent problem in Rome. “If 
there were many rodents,” he said, “some 
of our fat monument-dwelling  gatti 
might be too lazy to chase them.” A 
street cleaner did say that the cats of 
the alleys often search the sewers for 
rodents. 

Cats, by the way, are extremely well 
protected in Rome today. A city law 
makes it a misdemeanor, punishable by 
fine—imprisonment if cruelty is estab- 
lished—to kill a cat. 

But there are few cases of brutality. 

Many who feed the gatti love them 
more than the chic felines of the annual 
European Esposizione die Gatti, held in 
Rome every Summer to award prizes to 
the Continent’s most beautiful cats. 

Several people said they preferred the 
coal black ones with green eyes. They’re 
not superstitious. 


Frequently you read of Romans who 
have left wills for the cats. But you 
couldn’t find a more charitable man than 
Guiseppe Gatti, whose very name means 
“cats.” He represents the best in Roman 
cat-lovers. 

A poor doorkeeper, Guiseppe always 
keeps six or seven at home. He and his 
wife have no children and feel their 
affection is well given to the gatti. 

In his neighborhood, he said, there is 
one critter who is notoriously wild, es- 
pecially at night during the mating sea- 
son. Few like him. 

Yet “Red” is always as timid and 
quiet as a kitten at two o'clock. He 
knows that the Gattis are eating lunch 
and he sits outside waiting for his medl. 
Sometimes he brings a guest. 

Mr. Gatti wants to surprise “Red” 
with a match-made romance. He’s wait- 
ing for a good-looking red-furred crea- 
ture to turn up. Strays often wander into 
the Gattis’ home, panhandling. 

And sometimes he goes to the ruins of 
ancient Rome to feed the cats who live 
there. People like Guiseppe have made 
those ruins the strangest cat dwellings 
in the world.

It is time now to plan the breeding 
of your queens, and trust the Novice will 
carefully consider the best sire to be 
used. It is not always the BEST CAT 
in show from which you will get your 
best kittens. I do like line breeding, and 
as long as you are going to have some 
kits, for your own happiness think thrice 
before breeding, and be sure you have 
selected the male best suited to your 
queen. In this try to get the male who 
will offset any faults your queen may 
have, and I have yet to see the cat who 
does not have some fault, be it ever so 
little. 


Also be most certain to see that your 
queen is properly fed during her preg- 
nancy. She must have calcium in her 
diet to help form bone and teeth in her 
kittens. See that they have plenty of 
good fresh raw horse meat, horse heart, 
half in half, and oh how they do enjoy 
beef kidneys, and there is always the 
suet in the kidneys to osupply added fat, 
which cats need. Many breeders have 
suet ground and added to the horse 
meat, and chicken fat can also be used. 
should get their added vita- 
their ground meat from the 
time they first begin eating solid food, 
and in this way they grow used to the 
taste and you are not bothered with the 
eternal question—-how to get the vitamins 
down them .And how the mothers and 
kits like fresh goats milk if it can be 
procurred.

Mrs. France writes that this will be 
one of the most popular breeds in Eng- 
land as soon as enough breeding stock 
is available. The governing council at 
first would not recognize them as a breed 
until after they had several litters of 
kittens and proved that they bred them 
true to form and color and good eye 
color. The G.C.C.F. now recognizes 
them as a breed and has given them a 
class number, and the Burmese breeders 
have started a Burmese cat club with 
Lady Aberconway as their president. 

At one of the cat shows iast year in 
London, two army officers who had been 
statiored in India for years said, “Where 
did you get those cats? They are just 
like the few we have scen in India.” This 
to my knowledge is the best information 
| have on the origin of the breed. 

There is one story that an American 
tried to take two Burmese cats out of 
Burma. He disappeared ard was never 
heard from again. 

In India and Burma the cat is called 
the Rajah or best cat. There are very 
few in the Orient and they are owned by 
the very wealthy and the ruling class. 
Each cat and kitten has its own servant 
and when you call to see them they are 
brought you on a embroidered silk pillow. 

As a show cat they are tops, being real 
troopers. As people pass their cages at 
the shows they seem to try to shake 
hands with all who pass. They are easy 
to handle and give the judge no trouble, 
not caring at what angle the judge may 
hold them—upside down or any other 
way! This makes a big hit with the 
audience as most of them are cat lovers 
or they would not be at the show. They 
always draw a crowd in front of their 
cages, as their unusual color of dark 
seal brown and golden eyes are never 
seen in any other feline in existence, 
wild or tame, large or small. 

The Burmese cat is rapidly coming to 
the front and is getting its share of 
awards as “Best Short Hair in Show.” 
You will see the largest exhibit of Bur- 
mese this year that has ever been shown, 
and now with the final C.F.A. approval, 
Burmese will be eligible for every show 
in the U. S. and Canada in the 1953-1954 
Season. Be sure to look for them. 

This is my sincere interpretation of 
the Burmese cat as a pet, a companion, 
and a show cat. Mark this down in your 
diary. I venture a prediction that in a 
few years the Burmese cat will be one 
of the most popular Short-Hair breeds 
in the shows.

In this production Agatha is 
danced by Mary Ellen Moylan, gifted 
American ballerina, whose long, svelte 
legs and feline grace make her admirably 
suited to the part. The yellow Tomcat 
is Eric Braun, a Viennese refugee who 
was raised in Cleveland, Ohio. His swift- 
ness and agility are truly cat-like-and 
what higher compliment could a dancer 
reccive ?
